As in the previous case, the indict­ 
ments charged conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the Teapot Dome and Elk 
Hill oil leases. 
Edward L. Doney, 
Jr., who previously bad boon indict 
ed also was not reindictf» d. 
The original indictments returned 
here last summer, were thrown out 
of court 
on 
April 3 last, 
on tlie 
ground that the indictment ofiicer 
of the departm ent 
of 
justice 
had 
been present in the grand jury room, 
and that his presence was illegal be­ 
cause prosecution of the case was in 
the hands of the governm ent’s .spe­ 
cial oil counsel. 
W ith the 
assembling of 
a ncv; 
jury many of the witnesses who had 
appeared in the first instance were 
re-called and much of the docuneujt- 
ary evidence gathered in the senate 
oil inquiry likewise was resubmitted. 
In the main the 
indictments 
re­ 
turned today follow up the charges 
of those dismissed last month, bur in 
some respects changes were made. 
In other respects, 
however, 
the 
new indictments are more 
compre­ 
hensive than the old, while the old 
indictments merely charged a con­ 
spiracy to obtain the leases to the 
land included in the naval reserves, 
those returned today allege that the 
conspiracy embraced the sale of oil 
to the government without competi­ 
tive bidding, the purchase of storage 
facilities, the buying 
of 
kerosene, 
lubricating oil and petroleum 
and 
the adoption of a credit sale method 
of purchase by w’hich no cash passed 
to the United States- 
Among the overt 
acts 
named in 
the Doheny indictment is the alleged 
j 'i i ym vnt 
of the $100,000 by the elder 
Doheny to Fall. 
That 
indictment 
also differs from its predecessor in 
that it refers specifically to the con­ 
tracts of April 25, 19 22, and Decem­ 
ber 11,19 22. and the setting out of 
the lease of the California naval re­ 
serve executed December 11, 19 22. 
The 
Sinclair 
indictment 
also 
names alleged overt acts in addition 
to those set lorlh in the indictment, 
of last 3'ear. 
Chief among these are 
the alleged passage of $230.500 in lib­ 
erty bonds from

dian corporation, the

The concensus of opinion 
appears to be that the fliers are in 
no immediate danger. 
Knud Rasmussen, the Danish ex­ 
plorer, points to

possibility of 
Amundsen going to Fort Conger or 
Cape Columbia, in which case noth­ 
ing would be heard from him until 
the first mail from Thule, about this 
time next year. 
Bernon 8 . Pretice, brother-in-law 
of Lincoln Ellsworth, financial back­ 
er and member of 
the 
expedition, 
says he is ready at any time, In his 
capacity as chairman 
to 
call the 
American 
advisory 
committee 
to­ 
gether to raise 
funds 
for a 
relief 
party, but that thus far no alarm is 
felt. 
He also declared Amundsen in­ 
tended heading for Alaska from the 
pole if conditions were favorable. 
Donald B. 
ISlacMillan

last night, that it was too early to be­ 
come alarmed for the safety of the 
party. 
“It is inconceivable,” he asserted,

back for several days.” 
Professor Hoel, geologist of Oslo

May 29 .—The jury in 
the trial of Heber Nations, formerly 
state labor commissioner, who was 
charged witli conspiracy to violate 
the Volstead act, was excused at 
6:30 o’clock last night. 
The case 
will be resumed this morning.

deliberation, 
the jury reported it was unable to 
agree and asked to be discharged. 
Judge Faris refused and instructed 
the jurors to resume deliberations. 
At 5:45 o’clock the judge ordered 
the jury excused for the night if un­ 
able to agree by 6:30 o’clock.

had ordered a sealed verdict if a 
decision were reached before morn­ 
ing. 
The 
penalty 
on 
the 
conspiracy 
charge> in case of conviction, is to 
be fixed by the court, the maximum 
being two years’ imprisonment or 
$10,000 fine or both. 
A second count of the indictment, 
charging conspiracy to defraud the 
government of internal revenue pay­ 
ments, was dismissed when the gov­ 
ernment closed its case yesterday.

Revelle declared the chief motive 
of Prather was the hope of escaping 
punishment.

PENSIONS FOR EVERYBODY. 


In spite o f the size o f England’s war 
debts, in spite o f the gro ans o f British tax­ 
payers that England is the mo st heavily 
taxed co u ntry in the wo rld, in spite o f the 
fact that British indu stry is visibly slip­ 
ping, the British go vernment has ju st pro ­ 
jected a fu rther extensio n o f England’s 
already 
elabo rate 
system 
o f 
pensio ns. 
iWhat is no w pro po sed is a scheme o f pen­ 
sio ns fo r wido ws and fo r o rphans. 
The idea is no t new in England. Su ch 
a system o f pensio ns has beene discu ssed 
fo r a nu mber o f years. 
There was su r­ 
prise, indeed, that the labo r party did no t 
pro vide pensio ns o f this kind when it was 
in po \yer last year. 
The British treasu ry 
at that time was in far better co nditio n to 
ju stify su ch pensio ns than is the case at 
present. 
Indeed, no t the least interesting 
featu re o f the present scheme is the fact 
th at it has been bro u ght fo rward by a 
co nservative go vernment. 
It is tru e that the plan pro vides pen­ 
sio ns o nly fo r wido ws o f perso ns insu red 
u nder it. 
The plan calls, in o ther wo rds, 
fo r regu lar co ntribu tio ns fro m tho se who 
.wo u ld have their families benefit u nder it 
in the event o f their death. 
The prem­ 
iu ms o r co ntribu tio ns are to be paid o ne- 
half by the emplo ye and o ne-half by the 
emplo yer. 
The go vernment, besides bear­ 
ing a part o f the co st, u nderwrites and 
manages the scheme. 
There is so me cri­ 
ticism o f it, especially fro m spo kesmen 
fo r the labo r party, bu t the impressio n 
seems to be that it is calcu lated to pro ve 
acceptable.

TESTING TETRA-ETHYL GASOLINE. 
One o f the mo st remarkable scientific 
gatherings ever co nvened has been in ses­ 
sio n in Washingto n trying to determine 
.whether o r no t tetra-ethyl gaso line is a 
menace to the pu blic health. 
Tetra-ethyl 
gaso line is gaso line w^hich has been treat­ 
ed with a lead co mpo u nd to increase its 
co mbu stibility and thu s render it mo re 
efficient. 
So me scientists have charged 
th at the general u se o f gaso line so treated 
wo u ld resu lt in widespread lead po iso ning 
pictu red as a very terrible disease. Other 
scientists have said that this su ggestio n is 
no nsense. 
It is admitted that the manu ­ 
factu re o f tetra-ethyl lead may be danger­ 
o u s to tho se engaged in making it, u nless 
special pro visio n is taken to gu ard them 
against po iso ning. 
Bu t it is claimed that 
the danger to the pu blic thro u gh the u se 
o f su ch gaso line is entirely negligible and 
also that metho ds have been evo lved fo r 
its manu factu re wdth safety to the %vo rk- 
exs. 
To settle if po ssible all do u bts o n these 
matters. Su rgeo n General Gu mming o f the 
United 
States 
pu blic 
health 
service 
called a co nference o f leading experts rep­ 
resenting the au to mo tive trade, the medi­ 
cal asso ciatio ns, the health bo ards, many

H e vras Inclined 
to skip the qu o tatio ns o f the co u nt’s 
letters, no t renlhdng th at they co n­ 
veyed the m o st im po rtant kinds o f 
jnfo rnmtio cL 
Oas» mir, fo r Instance, 
might w rite ; “No w Is the w inter o f 
o u r dlsco nteiit m ade gio rio ns su m­ 
mer.” 
Co ble wo u ld take th a t fo r 
mere o rnam ent, the exu berance o f 
a tmm no t trained to bu siness. 
H e 
wo u ld fkil to realize th a t Casim ir

aceo nrplished as so o n as tho mo n­ 
arch pu t in an appearance.

WASHINGTON,

stitutional right of newspapers to 
print inform ation made pub lic b y 
Congress 
was emphasized b y the 
K ansas City Journal-Post and the 
Baltimore Post as the real question 
at issue b efore the supreme court 
in the income tax pub licity case. 
The governm ent contended 
that 
Congress 
provided tha t the 
Com­ 
missioner 
of 
Internal 
Revenue 
should 
m ake availab le “to pub lic 
inspection in such m anner as he may 
determine, In the office of the col­ 
lector in each Internal revenue dis­ 
trict and in such other places as 
he may determine, lists containing 
the nam e and the 
postoffice ad­ 
dress of each person making an 
income-tax return in such district, 
together with the 
am ount of in­ 
come tax paid b y such person.” It 
W'as entirely within the control of 
the Commissioner the government 
held, to prohib it pub lication of the 
lists in the new'spapers, and to de­ 
term ine the “other places” than the 
offices of the collectors in which 
they should b e made pub lic.

' It will s urp rise you to know h ow 
much th e milk yield will be im­ 
p roved if you h ave green corn to 
feed th e cows in Summer after 
h ot weat3f\er comes and th e p as­ 
tures begp n to get sh ort and dry 
up a bit. 
Th is p asture p roblem^ 
may be largely overcome by using 
a small area of land for closely 
p lanted oorn. 
Ch ose th e warmest 
small area of th e farm near to 
th e bam . 
By th is is meant a 
p lace th at p erimts of early p lant­ 
ing in luring. 
You gain a coup le 
of "weekis by such selection» 
Th e lamd is p lowed and p rep ared 
as for an ear crop of corn. If 
stable manure is 
available, 
use 
about ten tons to th e acre, p low­ 
ing th e same under. 
Th e area 
may be an acre or two of land, or 
even up to five acres, dep ending, 
of counse, on h ow many cows are 
in th e h erd. 
If th ere are only a 
few cows to sup p ly th e farm fam­ 
ily, a h alf acre to an acre will 
suffice. 
In p lanting run th e rows about 
40 
incih es 
ap art 
and 
drop th e 
grains every five or six inch es in 
th e row. 
Th is corn is cultivated 
and being warm soil it will gain 
tw’o on* th ree weeks by August. 
Th en it may be used as a soiling 
crop . 
Th e feeding may be dbh e 
on th e' p asture. 
A small armful 
is cut for each cow and scattered 
on tlie grass, th is being done ev­ 
ery day. 
It will surp rise th ose 
wh o h ave never done th is to note 
th e very great increase in milk 
flow th a talways follows th e use 
of th is green corn. 
Of course if green alfalfa or 
green clover is available resorting 
to green com is not neccessary. 
Hownever, th ere never comes a time 
th at th is sup p ly of green corn is 
not ap p reciated. 
It is esp ecially 
recoimmended 
for 
th ose 
farmers 
wh o h ave few cows and always 
feel th e lack of green feed wh en 
th e 
h ot 
days 
of August come.

WARNS ON HAZARDS 
FROM CHINCH BUGS 


(By Robert Clou ^^h, Cou nty Agent) 
I wish to poinit ou t in this ar­ 
ticle the hazards in following a 
crop of wheat that has been se­ 
verely damaged 
by chinch bu gs 
with a crop of corn. 
While it 
is possible to follow wheat with 
corn in this way '"withou t the corn 
being severly inju ired by the bu gs, 
it is not probable that mu ch corn 
will escape inju ry,. 
The extreme damage done by 
chinch bu gs to w^eat this spring 
may be attribu ted to an u nu su ­ 
ally warm April with perhaps an 
early migration. 
y:hese bu gs have 
been 
depositing 
eggs 
on 
the 
blades of wheat asnd on the roots 
near the su rface all du ring May. 
This will continu e into Ju ne, liach 
female wu ll lay frc m one hu ndred 
to five hu ndred e^;gs. 
They will 
average 
abou t 
t\Mo 
hu ndred. 
It 
requ ires from ten to tw’enty-five 
days for the eggs to hatch. 
A thorou gh plowimg with a good 
cover so that no pafrticles of trash 
or wheat extends above the su r­ 
face will do mu ch (to kill the old 
bu gs, many of which are nearing 
the end of their cycle. 
Those that 
crawd ou t on the su u face may per­ 
ish from hu nger if a.ll green veg­ 
etation is kept downi for a period 
of tw’o weeks. 
This enables u s to 
have 
partial control. 
The bu gs 
that are hatched, However, from 
eggs that may be near the su rface 
or above the su rface may be su f­ 
ficient to reinfest the entire field. 
Moreover, some of the old bu gs 
are liable to come throu gh alive 
and deposit some 
ejggs on 
the 
com after the corn is u p. 
Infestation of the com while it 
is small is very hu i'dfu l. 
It is 
very rare w^hen wheat and rye 
badly infested are tu rned u nder 
that enou gh bu gs do not make it 
throu gh to kill a lot of the little 
corn. 
Soybeans make a mu ch 
safer 
crop to follow a chinch bu g infest­ 
ed crop.

ing . Former Gov . Frederick D- Gard­ 
ner, chairman of the State Camp aig n 
Committee, p resided. 
In a short talk Gardner emp hasiz­ 
ed the necessity for the fund, stating 
that there are ap p rox imately 35,00u 
ex -serv ice men in hosp itals and that 
it is estimated that by 19 29 there will 
be 33,000 war orp hans. 
“Federal aid 
is limited,” he said. “There must be 
no limitation on what Is done for 
these v eterans and for the children 
of those who made the sup reme sac­ 
rifice.” 
Frank M. Rumbold, adjutant 
g en­ 
eral for Missouri, read a messag e 
from Gov . Baker, in 'which the Gov ­ 
ernor stated that the nation as a 
whole, 
throug h 
Cong ress, 
should 
hav e made p rov isions for the assist­ 
ance the fund will g iv e, but that the 
neg lect of the g ov ernment does not 
reliev e the p ublic of its debt to dis­ 
abled soldiers and war orp hans. The

among those who do not forg et the 
sacrifices made for our countr>% hu­ 
manity and civ ilization at larg e.”

about 4000 men in the war, one of

state.

“Sev enty -fiv e p er cent 
of the disabled
